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Pursuant to the directives of paper No. 5 (filed 4/18/03), claims 1, 10, 19, 21 have been 
amended. Applicants' election of Group 8 with traverse is acknowledged, as is the elected 
specie. Applicants have traversed the restriction requirement by arguing that intraclaim 
restriction is not appropriate when "unity of invention" exists. The restriction is 
maintained at the present time; however, if claim 1 appears to be novel in its present form, 
rejoining of Groups 1-7 (with Group 8) is likely. 

At the present time, claims 1-16 are characterized as allowable. 

Claims 17, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

• Claim 17 is rendered indefinite by its recitation of the term "therapeutically 
effective". Does this mean that the compounds are effective to treat Alzheimer's 
Disease, cancer, AIDS and hemophilia, for example? 

• Claim 18 requires a component which is neither required nor suggested by claim 17, 
upon which claim 18 depends. Either of the following is suggested: 

A pharmaceutical composition comprising a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier and 
a cyclodextrin in combination with a compound of claim 1 or 10. 

A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound of claim 1 or 10 together 
with a cyclodextrin and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

• Claim 20 recites "a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts". Here, the indefinite article 
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("a") implies the existence of one entity (i.e., in the singular), whereas salts is in the 
plural. It is suggested that the singular of "salts" be used. 

• Claim 20 is rendered indefinite by its reference to tables I, II, III and IV. It is 
suggested that the compounds of interest be listed in the claim.
